On tlu'baek of each is the letteriii”; ‘‘A. hkiton’s Ib'rbarium” and 
on tlu' fly leaf of oiu' \'olum(' is the si<>;natur(‘ of Sara (’. l']aton, 
follow(‘d bv th(‘statennait “from Hens.

d'his lu'rbarium originally eontaim'd 1237 small spc'cimens, many 
of them nu'rc' sei'aps, but a b'w of the spc'ciim'iis hav(' Ix'cn de¬ 
stroyed oi’ lost.

d'he handwriting on tlu* labels is not that of .\mos I'iaton but may 
r(‘present that of John WiJght, tlu* eo-author of this edition. In 
th(‘ front of th<' book, howev(‘r, is a written list of tlu' contents 
of the two volum(‘s, and this is in l^aton’s handwriting, k'rom 
this iiuh'X it is (>vident that th(‘r<' wer(‘ in book two (which ap- 
])arently no longc'r (*xist.s) about 278 additional spc'ciimais in 
classes XI to XX. Xo h'aton types wen' locatc'd in this s('cond 
h('rl)arium. 

It was at lirst thought that the .\mos h>aton herbarium dis- 
cuss('d by (lustafson, mc'ntiom'd above', might r('pr('S('nt tlu' miss¬ 
ing part of this second h^aton herbarium now at Yah' L’nive'rsity. 
d'his, howev('r, cannot possibly Ix' the' ca.se'. judging from tlu' 


data give'll by Mr. (lustafsem. lb' inlerre'el that jie'rhaps Ivd(»n 
has assembleel lai’ije' e'eilh'Ctieins e)f botanical mate'rial in his 


travels, but I finel no e'vieh'iie'e' in sujipeirt. of this ide'a. That 
lOatein did re'e*eive' rathe'r e'xte'iisive' e'eillectieins from his nume're)us 
e'eirrespeineh'nts is evielent, anel he' ce'rtainly hael the eijipeirtunity. 
as diel John 'Forre'y anel the', some'what late'r Asa (Iray, e)f buileling 
up an impoi'tant histeirie'al ce)lle*e‘tion e)f beitanie'al spe'e'ime'iis. an 
eippeirtunity that he' diel ne)t grasp. Whetlu'r the' mate'rial that 
he eliel re'ce'ive' was eliscareh'el bv lOatein himse'lf as valiu'h'ss anel 
ne)t we)i-thy e)f pre'.se'rvation, oi‘ wlu'the'r it was elise*arde'el by seime'- 
eine' e'lse' afte'r Iviton’s eh'ath, tlx're' se'e'ins to be' lie) wav of de*- 
te'rniining a e'e'iitury afte'r the' e've'iit.

Rhatnnns alnifolia J/Hu’. ddu* .s(*cond locality is in Durham, at 
the (‘dge of a salt-marsh n(*ar tlu* upp('r tidal limits of the Oyster 
River, ddu* plants w(*r(* obs(*ry(‘d th(*r(* in August, 1945. 

lA'nttia valdivinna Philippi, according to herbarium records, has 
be(*n found j)r('yiously in N(*w Hampshir(* only in Rindge in 
(’h(*shir(* ('ounty. Appar(*ntly it has not be(*n reported from 
Maiiu*.. A number of y(*ars ago, in rapidly flowing water of the 
I^ellamy River in the township of Madbury, I collected an inter¬ 
twining ma.ss of veg(*table matt(*r which was finally traced to this 
species.
